Narberth Council at its January 
meeting ratified the tax rate of 16 
mills proposed in December and 
adopted a revised budget of $75,- 
950.59. The tax rate is the same as 
for the last four years. 

The budget is $1118.41 less than 
that proposed last month, but $559.50 
more than the 1936 figure. The larg- 
est increases are for police protection, 
which jumped in the year from $11,000 
to $13,175, and the Playground and 
Community Building expenses, from 
$3000 to $4400. Most notable reduc- 
tion was in the debt service items 
(sinking funds, interest charges, etc.), 
which 111 1936 totaled $14,235 and this 
year $12,286.59. 

Of note is the plan of Council to 
pay off the 1907 sewer bond issue, 
which totaled $51,000, on May 1. The 
issue financed the first sewers laid in 
Narberth. 

William H. Durbin, secretary of the 
Narberth Recreation Board, reported 
the Board spent $638.43 of its 1936 
$700 appropriation leaving a balance 
of S61.57. 

Edwin P. Dold, tax collector, re- 
ported 75 per cent of the borough 
property and occupation taxes for 
1936 had been collected. 

Burgess Hall was delegated to rep- 
resent the borough at the 27th con- 
vention of the Pennsylvania State 
Association of Boroughs at Harris- 
burg, February 16, 17 and 18.

Economy Leaguers cite the glar- 
ing example of a town where a 
large portion of the taxes are paid 
by two or three big corporations 
which own most of the property in- 
cluding the houses in which their 
employees live. The tax collector 
receives the maximum per cent al- 
lowed by the law. which is reputed 
to net him about forty thousand 
a year for little or no work.

Miss Harris declared that the plan 
offered an efficient and uniform basis 
for the administration of relief. 

Under this plan a State Board, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, would have 
jurisdiction over the relationship of 
the unemployed and their possible 
means of employment. 

County Boards, appointed by Town- 
ship Commissioners, would be in 
charge of the administration of local 
relief. 

The plan is said to do away with 
duplication of relief from social agen- 
cies. 

A short business meeting was held 
before the lecture at which the presi- 
dent, Mrs. J. Alden Tifft, presided.

Visiting Friends Find 
Family Unaware of Fire 

Man Successfully Rescues #300 
After Wife's Frantic Ef- 
forts Fail 



HOME DAMAGED #4000 

Unaware that the front part of 
their home was a mass of flames, 
Mrs. Catherine Geraghty and her four 
children were in the kitchen of their 
Wynnewood home Sunday night when 
friends, arriving for a visit, dis- 
covered the fire. 

The fire caused property damage 
estimated at more than $4000 to a 
three-story brick dwelling at 319 E. 
Lancaster avenue, Wynnewood, where 
Matthew Geraghty, 39, has been liv- 
ing as caretaker. 

As Patrick Mulholland, of Villa- 
nova, drove up to the Geraghty home, 
he saw the reflection of flames through 
the front windows. With the assist- 
ance of Ewing L. Miller, Jr., next 
door neighbor, he assisted the family 
to safety and notified the Merion Fire 
Company of Ardmore. 

After she was out of the building, 
Mrs. Geraghty remembered that her 
life's savings of $300 in cash was 
hidden upstairs under a mattress in 
a bedroom. 

She tried several times to reach the 
room, but was driven back by smoke 
and flames. Her friends carried the 
children out but twice the youngest 
boy, Matthew, Jr., age five, ran back 
into the house, looking for his mother. 

A few seconds later, Geraghty, a 
gardener, returned home and resist- 
ing all attempts to dissuade him, ran 
into the dwelling and retrieved the 
$300. 

The flames destroyed part of the 
stairway leading from the first to 
the second floor, woodwork on the 
first floor and furniture stored by the 
Geraghtys in the house.
